The largest crowd in many days was present today, 
owing to the lialniy weather, and witnessed an ex- 
cellent day's sport * A number of sharpshooters, 
among them W. Beverley, the New York bookmaker, 
bet heavily on Kokomo in the fourth race and had 
he won instead of finishing second, they would have 
hurt almost every txrnk in the ring. 

Nothing new lias developed in the Cahn-Jaeobs 
matter and the officials are still reticent, it is the 
consensus of opinion among horsemen here that 
Jacobs is innocent and that he will be restored to 
good standing before many days have passed.

Tile protest of W. P. Fine against payment of 
the purse won by Gerrymander Afiril 8. alleging tlwt 
i lie horse was owned by W. H. Baker instead of 
Lon Culm, in whose colors the animal ran. has 
been sustained by tlic stewards and the purse has 
lieen ordered paid to Fine by Baker. 

1). Lynch lias disposed of his horses and will re- 
tire temporarily from racing. The liest horse. Bcati- 
clere. winner of five straight races, was sold lo VV. 
S. House for $1,530. Kerry and Homeless each 
brought $4(K> and Work and Play went for $525. 

Jim Itlule placed his large string on the ears to- 
day liound for Baltimore. The stable of James 
Roden was shipped to the same place. Bodcu will 
not leave for Baltimore until next week. 



New York, April 15. — The Agnew.blll prohibiting 
the publication of odds on racing is being treated as 
a joke by the legislature. In that mood the senate 
passed It. In debating the bill. Senator MeOarrcn 
said: *“If we are going to keep from the news- 

papers everything which might incite a weak mind 
to commit a crime, we would have onr hands full. 
It is absurd. It is beneath the law-making senate 
to attempt to put on the statute hooks a bill which 
I think every good lawyer here holds is not worth 
the paper it is written on.” 

Opponents of the bill claim that it will lie vetoed 
on tlie ground of its uneonstitutlonality. and District 
Attorney Jerome, who was present during the debate, 
said t lint the bill was certainly “dangerously near” 
tlie line, and that the courts would probably have 
to pass on it before it could be enforced. 

The measure is purely a senate bill and lias not 
lieen to the assembly yet. 

Ill the assembly It goes to the Rules Committee, 
of which Speaker Wadsworth, whose father is a 
inemlier of tlie State Racing Commission, is chair- 
man. 

Tlie Sun. In reporting the debate, declares that It 
was made plain that the legislators were passing 
the bill to get even with the newspapers which last 
year supported tlie anti-race track gambling hills. 
It was the idea that if this racing information 
could not he published. It would affect the liews- 
papers financially.

Countermand Wins the Chief Race of the Afternoon 
— Two Winning Favorites — Judge Murphy 
After the Crooks. 



Red Leaf Takes Her Fourth Consecutive Race in 
Easy Fashion — Some Unfit Horses

Jacksonville. Fla.. April 15. — Today was society 
day at Monereif Park and a brilliant assemblage 
gathered at the course to witness the racing. The 
attraction that drew out the tremendous crowd was 
a race which called for gentlemen riders and this 
proved the most popular feature of tlie meeting. 
Long liefore the horses were called to the post for 
the opening race, the grandstand was filled. There 
was not a vacant chair and the overflow crowded 
tlie aisles and stairs and the lawn along the rail. 
It was by far tlie liest crowd of tlie meeting and this 
too in spite of a strong counter attraction in the 
opening of tlie local baseball season. All of the re- 
tail stores in town closed this afternoon ill order to 
give their employes an opportunity of witnessing the 
opening game at the hall park, but a majority of 
them elected to take in tlie races instead. The 
sport was excellent and a majority of the races fu"- 
uislied Interesting contests, with the finishes close 
enough to arouse enthusiasm. The program was in 
keeping with tlie occasion. Two of the races were 
at one mile and another at one mile anil a quarter. 

The gentlemen's race resulted iu a nose finish lie- 
tween Countermand, ridden by Mr. Kelly, of Savan- 
nah, and Paul, ridden by Mr. Melnerney. a local 
limn. This pair fought it out in a desperate drive 
which lasted all through the homestretch in which 
Countermand just managed to lust long enough to 
reach home ill front. Don Humilton was on his 
l.ad behavior and when the start came he wheeled 
around and refused to move. 

Fancy Dress And M iss M arjorie were the winning , 
favorites, and young jockey Reid rode two winners. 

Before the races the judges had a busy session. 
There was a steady stream of owners, riders and 
oiliers Into tlie stand for an hour or two. The in- 
vestigation concerned the running of the fifth race 
yesterday, which was won by Silverskln. It is al- 
leged that W. S. Brumfield, who is carded as tlie 
trainer of Hilverskin. got a local man to wager 
heavily on Jit. Valentine in tiie race, telling him 
Hint it was fixed for the latter to win. and that 
Wood, who rode Silverskln, would not try. What 
connection W. E. Wood and jockey B. Wood had 
witli the ease eouid not be learned Another party 
named F. T. Jackson was .also mixed up in the 
matter. It was given out from an official source 
that a decision in tlie ease would lie made tonight, 
when tlie matter would lie gone over at the offices of 
the club, and that tlie four men mentioned would 
* prolialily lie rilled off for offensive touting and for 
practices detrimental to Ihe liest interests of the 
turf. 

It is also intimated that the following horses, 
which run under the name of W. II. Healey— 
Silverskln. Artful Dodger and Alex Grant — wotill 
fie suspended pending an investigation as to owner- 
ship. It seems that some of the horsemen raelug 
here will finally realize that .fudge Murphy will not 
tolerate any Infraction of the rules, and that if 
they are to save their necks they had better eon 
duet their end of the business in a legitimate man- 
ner.

Washington. D. C.. April 15. — John E. Madden 
has decided to cut his racing stable down to twentv- 
flre animals and will offer the remainder, utiout 
fifteen in number, for sale, but not by auction. He 
is here and lias taken charge of the training of his 
big stable, and lie brought out a bunch of two-year 
olds that have n good way of going. The first pair 
went three furlongs In 37 it anil the others, worked 
in pairs, stepped the half-mile distance In 52 and 
53 seconds. Fayette, perhaps the most promising 
three-year-old of the season, was out and bis move 
was a remarkably good one. He was permitted to 
go a mile and a furlong in 1:55. The gallop sug- 
gested that he is capable of going as far as horses 
raee anil he has a great turn of speed. At this 
season of tlie year such a work would be considered 
a trifle severe had It not been for the ease with 
which lie accomplished tlie task.

SUPPORT FOR PROPOSED OGDEN MEETING. 

Los Angeles. Cal., April 15.— Manager Finn said I 
last night that the spring meeting at Salt Lake City 
would not depend entirely ui>oii local support be- I 
cause the tourists and visitors at the Seattle ex- ] 
position, going and coming, had been granted a 
ten-day stop-over privilege in Salt Lake City and | 
that these visitors would materially increase the 
daily attendance throughout the season.

Twenty-three prominent stables at Santa Anita 
have applied for stable room at the Salt Lake City 
track and have been I looked for reservations amount- 
ing to nearly 200 horses. Stable room will lie at a 
premium very shortly if applications continue to roll 
in as they have been doing the last week. Quite 
a large delegation from Emeryville will ship to Salt 
Lake City for the meeting and already it looks like 
there would lie not less titan two or three horses for 
every stall. 

KENTUCKY BETTING DECISION EARLY. 

Frankfort. Ky.. April 15. — By an agreement be- 
tween attorneys for the Latonia Jockey Club and the 
Kentucky Racing Commission, the Kentucky State 
Court of Appeals yesterday advanced for oral argu- 
ment on May 6 the appeal of the commission from 
Judge Ilarbeson’s decision in Kenton Circuit Court 
holding (lie legislative act creating the commission 
unconstitutional. 

The decision is expected before May 15. which is 
ton days liefore the opening of the Latonia meet- 
ing. 

The full bench of the court will hear the argu- 
ment and consider the questions presented to it 
upon the appeal from Judge Ilarlieson’s decision. 
The Jockey dull will lie represented in the court 
here by attorney- Harvey Myers, of Covington, and 
the racing commission li.v Beckham & McQuown 
and J. Morgan Chinn. The case will be submitted 
upon the day it is argued.

John Huggins has made up his mind to enjoy rac- 
ing in France for the coming season.
